The Demons of Blacktown City 


Although the name Blacktown (originally “Black Town”) has been attached 
to much of our district since 1820, until 1980 few people outside of the Sydney 
region had heard of it. Then suddenly the name of Blacktown began to appear 
regularly in the headlines of not only Sydney papers, but papers all over ihe 
nation. So dramatic a change in our status was a historic event that must be 
recorded, and the credit given where it belongs. 


The reason was the promotion of the Blacktown City Football Club from 
the N.S.W. State Soccer League to the prestige of the Philips National Soccer 
Leaguge. In contrast to most nations of the world, where Soccer is very 
Big Business indeed, Australian soccer has always depended heavily on the 
efforts of enthusiasts with no financial stake in the game. This was all the 
more so in the early 1950’s when a group of enthusiastic amateurs founded 
the Toongabbie Football Club, with its home ground at Girraween Park. 


In 1979, the name was changed to Blacktown and then Blacktown City. 
In the same year the Club moved to its own ground at Seven Hills, known as 
“The Gabbie Ground,” with reference to the Club’s original name. Here, ihey 
built their Club House and sports store and ‘the best facilities they could afford 
for spectators; here too, they installed the first full-time coach and manager. 
It was in 1979 too that the Club adopted the nom de guerre of “The Demons.” 
and adopted the badge of a lion bearing a devil’s pitchfork and jealously guard- 
ing a football. 


The Club worked hard at their game and organisation in the hope of being 
promoted to the big-time National League in 1981 or 1982. It seems to have 
come as a shock to them, something beyond their wildest dreams, when they 
were suddenly promoted in 1980. 


Promotion brings problems, the glare of the limelight and in this case the 
sneers of the “experts” predicting that Blacktown would be the “easybeats,” the 
“relegation favourites” (if a team finishes the season low on the points table 
it is “relegated,” dropped from future competition in disgrace). 


Now it fell to the young men of the district wearing the red, black and 
white strip of the Blacktown City Demons to carry our sporting reputation 
across the country. 


Team coach, Mick Jones had been brought up in the hard schools of 
Yorkshire soccer, and he knew that promotion did not mean that the hard 
work was all done; on the contrary, it was just beginning. Jones remarked 
that the season would be “the hardest soccer job of my life.” 


Coach, players, administrators, supporters, all had their part to perform. 
The first_game would be vital; a good result would provide the launching pad 
for a successful season a bad result would start the Club on a long, hard, 
lonely winter. 


When the draw for the 1980 season was made Blacktown’s first opponents 
proved to be St. George, a long-established Svdney club, steeped in tradition. 
St. George were in a dangerous mood, too. They had not done well in 1979, 
and were starting 1980 with a new coach, a reorganised side, and a determina- 
ticn to show they were still one of the country’s top clubs. 


Determined to make their first game one to remember, Blacktown elected 
to sign a “guest player” for the match. If you intend to sign a “star” you 


go right to the top and so Blacktown invited the great English player, Bobby 
Charlton. 
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Charlton has represented England in international football more often 
than any other player, has scored more goals than anyone else, and was a key 
player in the England team that last won the World Cup in 1966. More than 
that, he has an outstanding reputation for sportsmanship and fair play. It was 
a happy choice. 


The Demons were given a Civic Reception by the Mayor, John Aquilina 
and Aldermen of the City Council—and then the great day—the first match. 


The rain poured down in torrents, drenching the spectators who stood on 
the unsheltered terraces—‘real football weather.” In a most fortunate omen 
the first goal came from the magic boot of Charlton and the rain was for- 
gotten. Blacktown went on to be clear winners over St. George, 4-2, the other 
scorers being Alan Fisher, Paul Wilkinson and David Harding. 


Blacktown rode the crest of a wave the whole week. Then they played 
the champion team Marconi, based at Fairfield, and went down in disaster, de- 
feated 9-O—the worst defeat ever suffered by a team in the National League. 
It was time for Nick Jones and his men to take a deep breath—and start all 
over again. 


The season proceeded with wins and losses intermingled. Among the 
teams defeated by Blacktown City were Brisbane City, Canberra City, Footscray, 
West Adelaide and the Brisbane Lions. In the second round they again came 
up against their old conquerors, Marconi, and avenged their former drubbing 
with a handsome 5-1 victory. The memory still smells sweet around the 
“Gabbie” ground. 


There are 14 teams in the National League, and Blacktown came 11th in 
the final points table; it was a creditable first-up result, and above all it put 
them out of relegation danger. And so to 1981, with a new coach in Rale 
Rasic, who took Australia to the World Cup finals in Germany in 1974. Per- 
haps the National League championship is not just a dream after all, 


To the Blacktown historian there is a great deal of interest and significance 
in the story of Blacktown City Soccer Club. The period of nearly thirty years 
which the story covers is that period of the dramatic expansion of the districts 
population. It was a period of the throwing together of thousands of people 
of many different ethnic origins; Blacktown could have become a battlefield 
on which ancient rivalries and enmities flourishes. But it hasn’t; it has be- 
come the site of a unification, of a mingling of cultures into something that is 
distinctively AUSTRALIAN. 


Of the importance of joint participation in sport in this unifying process 
it would be impossible to say too much. This is particularly the case in the 
international code of soccer football. On the “Gabbie” ground people of many 
and varied origins can come together with old tags forgotten—they are united 
as Blacktown Demons. 


There is another significant thing that is a continual theme in Blacktown 
history. That is that basically all this arose from the enthusiasm of a handful 
of concerned people, who engaged in long, hard, often boring work to produce 
something of benefit to the community. Their names will never make the 
history books, though they are the people who really did something, who really 
mattered. Multiply this a hundred times and you have the unwritten history 
of Blacktown. 


Finally, I must congratulate Mr. John Alers, historian and archivist of the 
Blacktown City Club and thank him for making his material available to me, 
Mr. Alers, collection of records and memorabilia does a great credit to the 
Club and shows that sense of history that so often marks the true sportsman,

In the 1950’s when Soccer started to move tc- 
wards increase and development, we had better organ- 
ised teams then clubs, and it was not until the 
sixties, clubs made their entrance into the Soccer 
scene. Since then, in the late seventies and early 
eighties clubs developed into two categories. 

1) Clubs who believe in management, technical and 
tactical know-how with quality players and the 
value of Soccer promotion. 


2) Clubs who achieved nice premises, public com- 

modities, but at this stage of financial difficulties 

formed an opinion that they could stagnate and 
paid the price for, in developments of the team. 

The first group were aiming for everything and they grew into successful 
clubs. The second group is a group which didn’t realise that a good team with- 
out facilities and vice-versa is no solution. 

In this period of transformation only progressive clubs with wide horizons 
will become clubs of the future. 

I visited a few weeks ago Sydney City Soccer Club and spent the entire day 
there, and what a day it was. The Club is projected like a picture and soccer- 
ball is everywhere. Photographs, League standings, trophies and souvenirs are on 
display and on sale. 

It is a fabulous designed club, which caters for every convenience to its 
members, and in my opinion, this is the type of club that everybody should 
dream of. It took me hours to shake hands with so many roundball followers, 
it gave me the impression that I was in the centre circle of a soccer field after 
a big victory. 

The facilities, technical and tactical know-how, playing staff, promotion and 
above all PRIDE are the ingredients which make Sydney City a super club,
